Border  Dispute  Flares

THE  BITTER  border  dispute  between  the 
United  Arab  Republic  and  Israel  worsened  to- 
day with  the  dispatch  of  strong  tank-led  Syrian 
forces  toward  the  demilitarized  zone  south  of 
the  Biblical  Sea  of  Galilee. 

Fresh  troops  and  battle  equipment  were 
being  moved  toward  the  embattled  demilitar- 
ized zone^  village  of  Tawafik  on  the  Israeli- 
Syria  border  despite  an  urgent  United  Nations 
plea  that  both  sides  withdraw  all  military 
forces  from  the  area. 

Neither  side  had  so  far  responded  to  the 
U.N.  request,  and  at  the  United  Nations  in 
New  York,  Israel  and  United  Arab  Republic 
traded  charges  of  agression  last  night  in  let- 
ters to  the  U.N.  Security  Council. 

Israelis  and  Syrians  at  the  trouble  spot  re- 
mained at  wary  arms  length  and  there  was  a 
temporary  lull  in  the  ten-day  series  of  border 
incidents  that  threatened  to  touch  off  the  Mid- 
east powder-keg. 

UPI  CORRESPONDENT  Zaki  Salama  re- 
ported from  the  Arab  side  of  Tawafik  that  for 
30  miles  north  of  the  village  roads  were  clog- 
ged with  tapks,  armored  cars,  and  trucks  mov- 
ing south. 

Trucks  carrying  scores  of  Syrian  soldiers 
moved  bumper  to  bumper  along  the  rough  des- 
ert roads.  In  the  hills  overlooking  the  demil- 
itarized zone,  a network  of  trenches  could  be 
seen,  connecting  a complex  of  bristling  gun 
emplacements.

Neither  side  asked  for  an  immediate  coun- 
cil meeting  to  act  in  the  border  dispute,  but 
both  asked  that  their  letters  be  circulated  in 
the  11-member  council.

Cougar’s  Standing  in  Jeopardy . . . 

Visitors  Pose  Test

A big  weekend  is  on  tap  for 
the  Cougar  courtmen  as  New 
Mexico  and  Denver  invade  Cou- 
garland  this  Friday  and  Satur- 
day. 

SEVERAL  records  that  Coach 
Stan  Watts  has  assembled  in  his 
10  years  at  the  helm  may  rest  on 
the  outcome  of  these  two  8 p.m. 
encounters. 

For  the  third  straight  time 
Coach  Watts  will  try  to  find  the 
magic  combination  that  will  win 
game  number  200.  He  will  also 
be  gunning  for  his  18th  win 
against  New  Mexico,  a team  that 
has  yet  to  beat  Watts  and  com- 
pany. 

AND  IF  THE  fourth  place  Cats 
are  going  to  capture  a first  divi- 
sion seat  for  1960  and  maintain 
Stan’s  records  of  always  finish- 
ing in  the  upper  harif  of  the 
league,  it  is  nearly  imperative 
that  the  squad  come  up  with 
wins  both  nights. 

BYU  must  win  both  games  if 
they  are  to  keep  the  slim  chance 
alive  of  having  a winning  season. 
With  one  decade  complete  with- 
out knowing  a losing  season, 
Watts  has  nine  games  left  to 
transform  a 5-11  record  into  his 
11th  winning  year. 

NEW  MEXICO,  although  in 
the  Skyline  cellar,  brings  a po- 
tent scoring  machine  to  Provo 
that  is  sinking  72.3  points  per 
game.  The  Lobos  also  have  bal- 
anced scoring  in  their  favor  with 
four  players  averaging  10.7 
points  per  game  or  better. 

Sixth  in  conference  scoring, 
Francis  Grant  leads  the  pack 
with  an  18.0  average,  followed 
by  Francis  Coffee,  13.3,  Bernard 
Brummell,  10.8,  and  Tom  King, 
10.7. 

In  contrast,  BYU  has  a rather 
unbalanced  offensive  attack. 
League  leading  point  producer 
Dave  Eastis  is  still  somewhat  of 
a question  mark  in  the  local 


team’s  plans  because  of  the  ankle 
injury  which  was  responsible  j 
for  his  absence  in  the  Utah  | 
State  game  last  week. 

EASTIS  HAS  been  practicing 
this  week,  and  his  condition  has 
been  improving  rather  well,  but  j 
it’s  still  anybody’s  guess  as  to j 
how  he  will  perform  on  a tender 
ankle. 

Four  fouls  early  in  the  game  I 
caused  Mark  Miller  to  be  less 
than  effective  against  Utah  State,  j 
but  the  sophomore  forward  is  i 
still  the  number  two  scorer  for  I 
the  Cats,  as  he  sinks  points  at  a j 
13.2  clip  in  loop  play. 

Valoy  Eaton  will  fill  the  other , 
starting  slot  at  forward,  while 
Gary  Earnest  opens  at  guard. 

Hon  Abegglen,  Dave  Barber  | 
and  Larry  Crowley  are  compet- j 
ing  for  the  other  guard  spot  as  j 
Watts  hopes  to  ind  a point  pro' 
ducing  man  for  the  position. 

“THE  DIFFERENCE  will  be 
in  defensing  them,”  predicted j 
Coach  Watts  in  commenting  on 
the  New  Mexico  team. 

New  Mexico  will  be  hungry 
for  a win  after  dropping  three 


games  in  the  past  week.  Denver 
polished  off  the  Lobos,  107-79. 

' The  going  gets  tougher  Satur- 
day night  as  the  Cougar  five 
tackles  a vastly  improved  Pio- 
neer club.  Denver,  who  last  week 
swept  past  New  Mexico  and 
nudged  UCLA,  71-68,  is  current- 
ly knotted  with  BYU  with  a 2-3 
conference  mark  in  fourth  place. 

THE  PIONEERS  appear  to  be 
capable  of  beating  the  Cougars, 
but  will  be  at  a disadvantage 
when  playing  on  the  -foreign 
hardwood  and  because  of  the 
long  trip  from  Denver  through 
Logan,  where  they  are  expected 
to  be  victimized  by  undefeated 
league  leading  USU  Friday 
night. 

Jim  Peay,  prime  challenger  of 
Eastis  in  the  league  scoring  race, 
is  expected  to  be  the  top  am- 
munition for  the  high  scoring 
visitors.  Peay  sports  a 20.6  av- 
erage which  is  only  one  tenth  of 
a point  behind  the  Cougar  pivot- 
man. 

“We’ll  need  more  balanced 
scoring  and  we’ll  have  to  be  at 
our  best  to  beat  them,”  said 
Watts  of  the  Pioneers.
